A BLOW AT IMMIGRATION,

Itathcr discouraging is tho news from Washington thut Hawaii may Jook
for uo special favors in tho immigration legislation now pnssod tho houso

and on its way back to tho senate. Tho bill, say despatches, proviuos an
illiteracy test for all immigrants over sixteen years old and will bar out nny
alien of that ago unablo to write Mb or her name. Under nuch n ruling, it is
probablo thut at least sixty per cent of those being brought hero from Spain
and Portugal would bo barred from entrance to tho country, while the work
of enlisting immigrants by tho territorial agents abroad will be made muny
t lines more difficult than at present.

When this bill caino before tho senate last session then known as tho
Dillingham bill tho promlso was nmdo that tho illiteracy test would not apply
to immigrants coming to Huwaii. Tho house amendments to tho measure evi-

dently tako no heed to thut agreement. Tho especial needs of Hawaii must
bo known to tho houso committee, because Dr, Victor Clark, head of tho
territorial bureau of immigration, has been in Wushingtoii in consultation
with tho departmental heads and with tho mchibcrs of tho committee, of tho
house.

It will bo inconsistent if congress makes the bringing of Kuropean imm-
igrants to Huwaii harder while laying strebs upon tho necessity of peopling
theso Islands with white people. It will bo Inying down n standard for Ha-

waii and then crippling our opportunities of attaining that standard. Tha
harder tho work of securing Europeans, tho moro necessity will there be of
bringing more Filipinos and the farther we will get from tho desired goal of
"Americanization."

Tho imincdioto question that arises now is whether the bill will become
law before tho Willcsdcn arrives with her complement of Portuguese, already
arranged for, hero, and whether Hawaii will not ho put then to the extra
expense of paying, for tlio return pnssuge of whatover proportion of tho Willcs-
dcn immigrants can not meet tho now- - educational test.

They want to get upon a friendly footing with the officials who
do things because, whether no administration bo llopublican or Democratic,
Now York is always wanting things done; big things at that.

MILVERTON REPLIES

Infantry's Bold Rushes.
Strategic points iu tho lino will con-

tinue to bo taken in wars such ub this
was. With a sufilclent attacking 'forco
n position onco taken can bo bold, thus
forcing the retreat of the rest of tho
Hue. Kuropean observers ugreo that
